Septuageſima, is ſo called of 70. as it wert coutayning 70» Bayes» 
which the Church veg — — in remembzance of the 70 peares, 
that the Childzen of AſraeU were vnder the Babtlonian ſeruitude, 
and is alwaies thzee Sundapes befoze Quadrageſima. 

Quadrageſima, is fimply ſayd of 49. as contayning 40. dayes, 
whicy the Church recounts in rememb2ance of rhe 40. daycs that 
Moſes faſttd, —— the Lawes ok our Loꝛd. Elias taſten 
ſo many daycs, and ſo many dayes faſted Chꝛiſt befoze the tempter 
came. 

Faſter is the p2incipall of all other feaſts.and ſv oꝛdayned et God 
at firſt, and at this day there be thzee ſozts. that is Paſcha Hebra- 
orum the Tewes Eater. Paſcha verum ont Eaſter, & Paſcha novum, 
the Roman Ealter- 

The Jewes Eaſter was commanded to be kept the 14. dayof the 
firſt moneth callcd Abib, which day at tuen 5 E. Lo2ds Pa 
ner: and the Aincteeuth day ſhould bee theh onuocation. 

Dur Eaſter was ozdayned Fs Hundzed Twenty Thies 
yeares after the incarnation, in a Touncell of learued men of di» 
uers nattons, aſſembled by Conſtantine the great, fo that purpoſe, 
wherefn it was oꝛdaynes that Eaſter go bee celebꝛated on the 
Sunday next following the firſt full Moone That ſhould happen 
afcer the entrance of the Sun into Aries, and a new Golden num» 
ber was there deuiſcd fo2 the ſame intent. But 7 fy ofthe 
Aequino ctium ſtill flyes backward from the 21. of March where 
when it was, in ſo much that it is now about the 11. day. by reaſon 
whereof J ſay there ſometimes happens 2. full Moones befoze wee 
can keepcour Eaſter, which cauſed the Romans to alter their Ka» 
lender, ſo that by their Paſchall tables they pꝛoduce Eaſter alwates 
the Sunday following the firſt full Moone accoꝛding to the foze» 
lald generall counſell Fel at Nice in Pontus 

Rogation is ſo called becauſc,no+ rogat Eccleſia, the Church com» 
manded vs to continue faſting; pzoccllions, and pꝛayers as well a» 
gainſt the bodily wolues ſuch as late were in Franco, as alſoagainft 
the lptrftuall wolues. 

Pentecoſt ig (0 called from Pentecoſtos which is 50. becauſe there 
be o. dayes betwixt Eaſter and Whitſunday incluſinety.
